Opponents of city ownership set up the 
specious plea that such ownership is of 
no benefit to the working class because 
the saving in the service simply relieves 
the taxpayers, the workers being, as a 
rule, non-taxpayers. Yet this very claim 
is a confession that city ownership saves 
money for the city, instead of the service 
being used by private capitalists to ex¬ 
tract profits out of the community. 
Those who oppose municipal ownership 
are pulling the chestnuts out of the fire 
for the capitalists who fatten on the mu¬ 
nicipal stupidity of the people. Such is 
the case with the asphalt trust, for in¬ 
stance, in which Mayor Rose is said to 
hold stock. Such is the case with the 
electric lighting company and the gas 
company. And take the quasi-public 
service companies, of which the tele¬ 
phone company is an example. Such mo¬ 
nopolies should be taken out of private 
hands. The public mind is moving in 
that direction. And the direction is 
right. 


The use of soft coal, by reason of the 
coal famine, has brought the chimney 
sweep back Into his old-time prominence 
as a benefactor of the race.

WHY SOCIALISM IS IRRESISTIBLE IN AMERICA. 


On the day after election Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of the Outlook, ad¬ 
dressed the students of Yale College, aud had the following to say regarding 
Socialising 

“I believe the movement toward Socialism in tips country to be irresistible, 
and I believe, too, that IT OUGHT NOT TO BE RESISTED. 

“I believe every great question, ns this one, will be debated by the Ameri¬ 
can people and solved peaceably by them. You may think, as 1 do, that it is 
easier for me to settle this question on this platform than in the factory. Ihe 
real solution must be worked out iu the factory by real men. 

"It is just as necessary to have au organization of labor to carry on a 
great factory ns it is to have an organization of capital. And shall such organ¬ 
ization be oue of autocracy or of democracy? The peril to America is not in 
the greatness of the organization, but in the direction which it shall take. Be¬ 
lieve me, this movement toward organization is not alone irresistible, but it is 
beneficial. 

"There are 10.0(H) stockholders in the Pennsylvania Railroad Company: thero 
are 10,000 employes of the road. The owners are organized: why should not 
the employes Ik* organized? Why should they be organized? The trades 
unions answer this by saying: The rann of great business ability and much 
money puts his money into the stock of a company, and the widow with no 
business knowledge and little money puts her money into the same company 
and all is managed by a board of directors which both the rich business man 
with money and the widow with money trust to do their business honestly. 

“Ho. too, the workman—one a good one. able to earn large wages, the poorer 
one able to earn less wages—believing that it will be better for both and all, 
pool their abilities and issues and form n union, nnd place its direction in the 
hands of their most competent men—just ns the rich mnu and the poor widow 
pool tlieir money and place it in charge of directors. 

“But we must control, as a people, these organizations, both of capital and 
of labor. Government of the people must prevent monopoly in the life neces¬ 
saries by law nnd regulation, uud must prevent crime in a corporation or in 
a labor uuion. Law must be alike enforced for the rich uud the poor, the em¬ 
ployer nnd the employe." 

Coming the day after election, when the report of Socialist gains from all 
over the country were coming in, Dr. Abbott’s utterances attracted no little at¬ 
tention and are being reprinted in various newspapers aud periodicals. Yet, If 
Dr. Abtiott’s conception of Socialism is to be had from the above quotation, then 
it is no wonder that he believes it "easier to settle the questiou of Socialism on 
the platform than in the factory.*’ It would seeui to indicate that he is a sharer 

One of the happy results of last Tues¬ 
day is that those who cast their first 
vote for Socialism read the elertiou re¬ 
turns with n feeling of exultation and 
expectancy for the future. Not one of 
them felt for a minute as if he had 
throwu his vote away. 


Supervisor Lenicheck has prepared 
four bills for presentation at Madisou 
which arc In the right direction. One Is 
in lino with our platform demands call¬ 
ing for free attorneys for the poor iu 
civil courts. The second calls for public 
officers to investigate factory accidents 
and to supply information to offset the 
information usually prepared by employ¬ 
ers which is used in *• -vsuits to the em¬ 
ploye’s disadvantage. The employe’s at¬ 
torneys, as a rule, are shut out from 
collecting evidence inside the factories. 
The third calls for an enlargement of the 
scope of the county hospital so that peo¬ 
ple of small means can be treated at 
coat. The fourth provides for the taking 
in of aged people of small means at th*- 
county almshouse without their being a 
county charge—which is not so desirable 
as the others. 


The Rev. Dr. Keller of Milwaukee 
last Sunday preached a sermon on So¬ 
cialism in which he said: "Socialists to¬ 
day would inaugurate a perfect indus¬ 
trial system and through that system 
would make perfect men. It need not 
bo said that the verdict of history is 
aguinst this conclusion. The statement 
of Eugene V. Debs that Socialism would 
empty prisons aud abolish crime is not 
worthy a thinking man.” At the meet¬ 
ing of the city central committee on 
Monday evening it was decided to invite 
the reverend gentleman to discuss this 
point with the Socialists at some public 
hall, and n committee consisting of Com¬ 
rades Gaylord, Eisner aud the editor of 
this paper was named to confer with 
Dr. Keller in the matter and make neces¬ 
sary arrangements. The point the preach¬ 
er raises is an interesting and a profitable 
one aud would make a brisk debate.

in the general misconception of Socialism that obtains even among prominent 
educators and writers. 

Socialism is not merely a demand that the factory operatives shall be or¬ 
ganized aud have equal rights with the stockholding and directing capitalists; it 
is a demand that the capitalists themselves shall disappear from off the face of 
the earth, that they shall no longer stand between the bauds of the workers and 
their mouths, so to speak. When Dr. Abbott says, “Law must 1 m» alike enforced 
for the rich and the poor, the employer and the employe," he is demanding noth¬ 
ing that appeals especially to the Socialist. 

Why should there be rich, and why poor? is a question that must‘be first 
settled before we can even contemplate such a thing as just laws. A strict en¬ 
forcement of the existing laws would not wipe out capitalism—the exploitation 
of labor, far from it. The workers, the producers, would still be legally permit¬ 
ted to remain i>oor. 

"But we must control, os a people, these organizations, both of capital and of 
labor," says Dr. Abbott. This seems to be his idea of Socialism! 

The movement toward Socialism is, indeed, irresistible. Rut there is much 
more to it than good old Dr. Abbott suspects. It proposes to wrest from selfish, 
profit-grabbing hands the productive forces of society and to abolish classes, espe¬ 
cially the entire capitalist class, by vesting the ownership of all wealth used to 
produce wealth (capital) iu the people. With the coming of Socialism will disap¬ 
pear the fine gentlemen who disport themselves at Newport, at Monte Carlo, at 
horse shows and charity balls, and who live in luxuriuut idleness while Labor 
toils and sweats and despairs. 

We mean to banish poverty, and to raise labor to its proper dignity. To¬ 
day wage-labor is the badge of “non-sucress." The man who labors hasn’t 
been sleek enough to put his fellows under tribute, aud our commercial morality 
rates him accordingly. The government statistics show that the vast majority of 
men today are "failures.*’ Is it any wonder the movement toward Socialism is 
irresistible? And Socialism will come ns an historical necessity. As has been 
well said, the real danger to society will lie in opposing it. 

We are thankful to Dr. Abbott for jKiiuting out the inevitability of So¬ 
cialism, but we can but wish that as a teacher of men, he might himself have 
clearer Ideas as to the real meaning of the Social Democratic movement.

One of the neat, crafty little objec¬ 
tions to Socialistic control of govern¬ 
ment before Socialism is actually usher¬ 
ed in, is that it will be more expensive. 
This we deny. However, in one way it 
will be, for salaries will be undoubtedly 
raised and hours lessened. But other 
economies, such as cutting off the graft 
of profit-grabbing contractors and the 
like, will more than make up for 1L 


"Any increase in wage* will neces¬ 
sarily increase the price of coal to the 
public," says "Divine Right” Baer of 
the Philadelphia A Reading Coal Com¬ 
pany, in his reply filed with Roosevelt’s 
commission, in answer to the demands of 
the mine workers. Good for Baer. All 
honor to a fleecer honest enough to come 
out with the truth! This man Baer, wal¬ 
lowing in his millions fleeced from Labor 
both us producer and consumer, coolly 
tells the people that they must stand the 
damage of any outside interference with 
his game of thieving from the workers. 

It is well that the people should get the 
truth direct from the capitalists them¬ 
selves. We Socialists have jiointed it out 
enough times, of course, but now people 
must believe it, when it comes direct 
from the camp of the capitalists. All 
the monsters of history pule before the 
Twentieth century monster of capitalism. 
Speaking of work hours, Baer says: 

in general, we deny that. In so far 
they relate to anthracite mining, that the 
ten-hour day Is detrimental to the health, 
life, safety aud well-being of the mine 
workers: that shorter hours Improve the 
physical, menial and motal conditions or 
the workers; that shorter hours Increase 
the Intensity nnd efficiency of luhor; that a 
working day of less than ten hours will 
be of any advantage to the workmen en¬ 
gaged In and aliout the anthracite mines 
uud collieries. In some exceptionally ex¬ 
hausting work n day of ten hours la too 
long, but there Is no exhausting labor which 
justifies a reduction of hours of wotk In 
the anthracite coal operations. 

Considering the way the stupid masses 
of Pennsylvania voted last Tuesday— 
less than 2000 Socialist votes in the great 
city of Philadelphia, for instance—Baer 
evidently thinks anything will go down 
the people’s throats. Ten hours’ daily 
toil iu the damp aud dark and dust and 
gases of a coal mine is not detrimental 
to the health of the miners, says stony¬ 
hearted, money-drunk Baer! Think of 
it! And it is notorious that as a class 
the miners are practically dying off inch 
by inch with lung troubles. It is one of 
the disgraces of this age that society does 
not step in and prevent men from living 
their lives in those awful coal burrows 
and from perpetuating their kind. But 
,f the people only get the coal, the plight 
of the miners will so^n be forgotten, 
save by the Socialists. Mark the predic¬ 
tion! 

Now fhat election is over and the Re¬ 
publican party’s interests are not in 
jeopardy, the mine owners are preparing 
to show the Roosevelt connnisidon who is 
who and what is what. More and more 
it is clear that the miners were tricked 
Into giving in to the capitalists and that 
the ho?e held out of shorter hours, better 
pay and fairr- treatment was & game of 
the capitalist politicians in conference 
with Roosevelt. There was never s 
worse sell-out of labor. When the capi¬ 
talist press unite in flattery over Mitch¬ 
ell, labor has a right to be mistrnstfnl.

wretches—our fellow men, women and 
children—who must now return to the 
old life underground under the old con¬ 
ditions, have only short-sighted leader¬ 
ship to thank for it. 

It is n sign of the times when the 
Teachers’ Association of Chicago volt* to 
affiliate with the American Federation «»r 
Labor. School teachers labor as well us 
manual laborers and are fearfully ex¬ 
ploited. When they can put aside all 
foolish notions of caste and make com¬ 
mon cause with others who labor nnd are 
exploited, it means chat the day when 
labor will rule is not for off. In no 
other way can the workers break down 
the terrible thievery of capitalism so 
quickly ns ity making UHe of their numer¬ 
ical might. This action of the Chicago 
teachers will be followed by some other 
surprises. 

Under the present system capital ex¬ 
pands at the expense of labor—-nt the ex¬ 
pense of the people. The pinched, im¬ 
poverished, discouraged worker is a cer¬ 
tificate that somewhere some other hu¬ 
man being is luxuriating on unearned 
wealth. Against such u system Social¬ 
ism launches its challenge to battle anu 
will fight tho thing till it is driven off 
the globe. We will give no quarter and 
show no mercy. We cannot be cajoled 
or intimidated. We will brave even 
death, if need be. 

Socialism has been diligently studied 
by all classes of people. A few Social¬ 
ists, especially Messrs. Nishikawa and 
Ivatayama and two or three Socialists 
from the working class, hnve been very 
actively engaged in the agitation for So¬ 
cialism and labor movement. They are 
holding two or three Sociulist meetings 
in the city and getting ever Increasingly 
a good audience ei'ich time. It has been 
permeating the minds of working classes 
with Socialism and its future.-Labor 
World, Japan.

"I do not see how any Intelligent man 
can expect the existing order of things 
to continue much louger, or bow any hu¬ 
mane man can desire that It should. Nor 
does It require very much prophetic fore¬ 
sight to see that It will not."—Prof. 
Cbaa. W. Pearson, recently removed 
from the Northwestern University for 
attacking the capitalist system. 


Jay Cooke, tho veteran Pennsylvania 
financier and legal gambler, says tho coal 
strike should have never been begun and 
some other things he says are sufficiently 
significant to deservo a little attention. 
Ho says: 

"Supposing I had been In the position of 
these operators. I would have called the 
men up and suld: “Well, nova, what 1o 
you want?" “An eight-hour day and 2U 
cents more on tho ton.” “That Is too 
much, boys. We employers work ten to 
twelve hours a day, and we get only our 
bread and butter, Juki rh you do. All the 
rest Is vanity. Hut let us say a nine hour 
day aud *JO cents on the ton." And TIIKN 
I’D ADI> THAT Uu CENTS TO THE 
PItICH OF COAL, AND THE PUBLIC 
WOULD PAY IT. There would be uo 
strike." 

This is not so shocking after all. It is 
simply according to the gospel of busi¬ 
ness. It is business morality to keep up 
the profits of capital by making someone 
else pay. When the capitalist becomes 
benevolent he simply robs Peter to pay 
Paul, and he does it so slyly that Peter 
doesn’t see the game. The fact Is the 
coal barons are now doing just what 
Cook suggests. They aro making tho 
dear people pay for the cost of the coal 
strike, llow do you like it? 

Rabbi Hirsch of Chicago preached a 
sermon on "Judaism and Socialism" the 
other day in which he said that there 
was u remarkable likeness in the two 
systems. "The ultimate note of our re¬ 
ligion is true, humane, enlightened Soc¬ 
ialism." And this was said in a city 
whose daily press and low-browed police 
captains used to take delight in painting 
collectivists as enemies of society. 


Labor did some more waking up last 
week, but it is not yet sufficiently wide 
awake to conserve its own interests. In 
Wisconsin, for instance, labor must uguin 
this winter go down on its knees to rep¬ 
resentatives of capitalism mid BEG for 
labor laws. What u spectacle! And la¬ 
bor has votes enough and to spare to 
nut its own representatives in the Legis¬ 
lature. And this is a great nation of 
workers ami the uext Congress will 
again present an almost unbroken line 
of capitalistic representatives! 

Some of the successful Republican can¬ 
didates in Milwaukee have Ikied sched¬ 
ules of their campaign expenses. Alino.o 
without exception they spent over $1000 
each. In other wqr<K it’cost them over 
$ltMH) to help people make up their 
minds how to vote. It was very kind 
of them, for otherwise the people might 
not have known their own minds am) 
voted Social Democratic! 


Have you ever listeued to the cry of 
nn animal doomed to certain death in the 
closing jaws of its stronger enemy? 
There are some humuiiN whose hearing is 
so acute nnd whose hearts are so sensi¬ 
tive that they can hear the agonizing 
cries of the little business men meeting 
their doom in the jaws of competition. 
It is all a relentless, heartless cannibal¬ 
ism, and the man on top, commercially, 
who rubs his hands with glee at the evi¬ 
dences of the swallowing of the little 
fellows by the big ones, may yet have to 
plead in vain for mercy when the canni¬ 
balistic force nnd play of interests gives 
power to some other man on top to swal¬ 
low hint. The air is full of these cries 
of lost hone, and no humane person can 
live eomplaisantly in such a world or 
keep out of the work of reconstruction 
looking to a period of true brotherly love. 

Labor, starving amidst plenty, is the 
best picture our present boasted civiliza¬ 
tion is able, to present. Such n condition 
cannot endure, uud it ought not to.

THE WESTERN LABOR MOVEMENT. 

Eugene V. Debs contributes to the In¬ 
ternational Socialist Review an article 
on the action of conventions of the 
Anterior n Labor Union and the Western 
Federation of Miners in coming out for 
Socialism, and in criticism of tbe action 
of tho headquarters of tho Socialist 
party at St. Louis in taking official ac¬ 
tion agaiust the move. We have not 
room for the article entire, but the fol¬ 
lowing excerpts will give the ruader an 
idea of the stand Comrade Debs takes: 

Stripped of uuuecessary verbiage and free 
rruin kUbterliige, the Socialist party has 
been placid ui the attitude of turning its 
back upon the young, virile, class-conscious 
uuiuu movement of the West, uud luwulug 
at tbc feet of the “pure and simple" move¬ 
ment or the East, ami this anomulous thing 
hus been done by men who are supposed to 
stand sponsor to the party and wnosc ut 
teruuee Is credited with being ex cathcdru 
upon purty affairs. 

They may congratulate themselves that 
upon this point at least they ure lu perfect 
accord with the capitalist press, uud ulso 
with the “labor lieutenants," the hench¬ 
men and heelers, whose duty it is to warn 
the union against Socialism and guard Its 
members agaiust working-class political ac¬ 
tion. 

The writer takes Issue with these com- 
rudes upon this vital proposition; and first 
of ail Insists that they (Including the mem¬ 
bers of the Quorum) speak for themselves 
utoue, as they undoubtedly have the right 
to do, uud that their declaration In refer¬ 
ence to the American Labor L'nlou Is Iq no 
sense u purty expression, nor Is It lu any 
matter binding upon the party, nor Is the 
party to be held responsible for the same. 

As a matter of fact the rank and hie of 
the Soclullat party, at least so far as 1 have 
been able to observe, rejoice In the actlou 
of the Denver convention, hall It as a hap¬ 
py uugury for the future and welcome with 
opcu arms the Western comrades to fel¬ 
lowship lu the party. 

“Why didn't they stay In the Federation 
of Labor uud carry on their agitation there? 
Why split the labor movemeut?" This is 
made the burdcu of the opposition to the 
Western unionists who refused to be as¬ 
similated by Mark llanna's “Civic Federa¬ 
tion"—the pretext for the scant, half-heart 
ed recognition of their stalwart working 
class organisation uud their ringing declara 
tlon lu favor of Socialism and lu support of 
the Socialist party. 

And this objection may be dismissed with 
a single sentence. Why did not those who 
urge It remulu In the Socialist Labor Party 
and carry on their agitation there? >Vhy 
split tbe Socialist movement? 

Here follows various instances of 
where the A. F. of L. has been the ag¬ 
gressor, forming dual unions and 
through its officers making threats of ex 
termination. It is also shown that in the 
labor troubles of the East the Western 
unions have always sent contributions 
with true brotherly feeling and the claim 
is made that no such support for West¬ 
ern unions on strike has been received 
from the East. Mr. Debs continues: 

When tbe American Federation of Labor 
sheds Its outgrown "pure and simple" pul¬ 
ley, when It declares agalnat the capitalist 
system and for anion, clasa-consclous action 
ut the ballot box. us the supreme lest of 
mlun principles, as the American Labor 
Lnlon hus done; when it rclegutes “leaders" 
to the rear who secure fat offices for them¬ 
selves in reward for keeping the rank and 
flit in political lgnoruuce and industrial 
shivery, when it shall cease to rely upon 
cringing lobbying committees, begging, like 
Lazarus nt the gate of Dives, for a bone 
from u capitalist Legislature uud Congress 
It helped to elect, and marshals Its mem¬ 
bers lu class-array against their exploiters 
on election day to vote tholr own class into 
I»ower, then unity will come uud tbc West¬ 
ern men will bail with Joy that day And 
it Is coming. It Is simply bound to come. 

lu the meantime there need be no quar¬ 
rel between the East and West and there 
will be none uulesa the threatened attempt 
tm “snuff out" the West should materialise 
lu which case the "snuffers" will be en 
titled to tbe credit of having Inspired u 
refreshing exhibition of the "staying" qual¬ 
ities of tbe claao-consdoos trades-union 
movement of the Western state. 

The speaking tour of the national officers 
aud executive council of the American Fed¬ 
eration. in the mountain states, following 
the Denver convention, and widely herald- 
e»* by the capitalist press as an "uprising of 
the conservative element of organised labor 
to squelch the Western radicals" can claim 
anything but a victory If that was the pro 

( iramtm- of President Gompcrs and bla col 
••agues. Borne of their meetings, with all 
the advertising they received, scarcely 
amounted to a "corporal's guard," and 
where they bad hundreds, tbe meetings held 
under the auspices of the Western Union 
had thousands in attendance without the 
aid of capitalist newspapers and In spite 
of the opposition of capitalist politicians. 

As to whether the Western movement Is 
growlug or declining since the Denver con¬ 
vention, It Is sufficient to say that the re¬ 
ports show that during the month of Sep¬ 
tember tbe organisations affiliated with the 
American Labor Union added more than 
new names to their rolls of member¬ 
ship. 

In dosing Comrade Debs takes the 
position this paper his taken, i. e., that 
the Social Democrats through their na¬ 
tions! organization have no haziness to 


The British Socialist papers bring 
news .of re-election^ of Socialists in 
West Ham, England.

What happened last Tuesday all over the country—not the triumph of one 
wing of capitalism over the other, but the real significant thing about this great 
interstate assembling of the ballots—tho great gain of the Social Democrats, is 
well summed np and set forth by James Creelman, the well known free lance 
of the New York World. As an introduction to an interview with well known 
Socialists, under the black-letter heading, "Five Million Socialist* Here/’ mean¬ 
ing in America, he says: 

"The impressive reply which Socialism made to the trust svstem in its enor¬ 
mously increased vote throughout the country on Tuesday, followed by Dr. Ly¬ 
man Abbott’s dramatic declaration that the Socialist movement would prove to 
be irresistible in America, has suddenly arrested tbe attention of thinking men 
to the swiftly growing strength of the co-operative republic idea. 

“The fact that the Socialist vote was large enough, as a balance of power, to 
have controlled the election in New York aud almost in Massachusetts brings 
Socialism at once into the field of practical politics. There is hardly a political 
leader who does not recognize the threatening aspect which the new movement 
has assumed, and the vote in aeveral of the states has aroused the Socialists to 
a hi gh p itch of enthusiasm and hope. 

'The Socialist leaders are preparing to carry on their work on a wider scale 
from this time forth aud to contest ground with the Republican and Democratic 
partie s everyw here. 

“The commanding fact, however, is that there are nearly 5,000,000 persons 
in the United States who call themselves Socialists—that the prejudice against 
the name aud the central idea is rapidly disappearing." 

Cut there is another “commanding fact" that Creelman overlooks, which is 
that capitalism is so self-satisfied and confident of its power to control people's 
opinions, that it will* not begin to actually fight Socialism until after it. Social¬ 
ism, has grown to aqch formidable strength as to s be quite ready for the battle. 
Capitalism's little affair with Populism has made it oversure of its ground. But 
Populism was not a coastructive movement, nor did it have back of it the forces 
of evolution. It was a movement of protest, but nothing beyond tbut. Its goal 
was therefore office, not industrial and social reconstruction, and it was thus 
easily to be corrupted and then disarmed auil routed. In the Socialistic move¬ 
ment capitalism has no such vulnerable foe. With the zeul and the determination 
of the Crusaders and the logic of events to sustuiu it. Socialism will not down, 
nor cower before capitalism’s savage visage, nor la* caught off its guard by crafty 
blandishments or temptations. When capitalism ami Socialism once really grap¬ 
ple, Socialism will have secured the strangle hold.

From An Octogenarian. 

Milwaukee, Oct. 20.—Social Democratic 
Herald: In looking over the news of the 
day and not otherwise employed 1 observe 
that Leslie M. Sbavr, Secretary of the 
Treasury, as guest of a Republican Club of 
Maasachuoetta. discusses the evil tendency 
of Trust* to a body of well-to-do-men, 700 
In number, who sat down to dinner with a 
sumptuous supply of the choice edibles of 
this globe and not one man so seated was 
there In search of a laborer's dally wage: 
All well provided for otherwise. Mr. Shaw 
In his speech dwells largely on the sugar 
Industry and steel trusts; he believes lu 
competition and In American competition, 
in which American artisans will not be 
forced to the street again to beg; wnlle 
foreign workmen supply the limited needs 
of a paralyzed country. He repeats exist¬ 
ing laws against Trust* are being vigorous¬ 
ly enforced. This policy he states mast be 
continued and tbe laws themselves must be 
re-enforced wherever needed. But there 
ore some thing*, ho continued, that must be 
nerxuitted to regulate themselves; be said. 

1 doubt If the government can profitably 
dictate either the width of the track, or 
weight of the Iron, or the size of the ship, 
or the caoltal to be employed In an Indus¬ 
try. Why should Mr. Nbaw' doubt when 
there is nothing to prevent government 
from employing .'he same men to operate 
the Industrial branches as are now menac¬ 
ingly controlled by dubious private owner¬ 
ship; as stock dividends would be out of 
the question because not in demand by gov¬ 
ernmental supervision, which solely relies 
on honestly remunerated labor In lieu of the 
Ill-gotten, speculative accumulations of 
finance now given In exchange for the 
acknowledged parent of all wealth, which la 
too frequently wasted by commercial gor¬ 
mandizing. It is not long ag> when a ru¬ 
mor was afloat that lx>rd llopctow;*, the 
Governor General of Australia, who svi In 
receipt of $50,000 u year for hla services, 
desired that his salary be doubled, that he 
fouiid It Insufficient to cover expenses, oth¬ 
erwise would be constrained to rcslgu, nud 
the people thought It would be prudent for 
his lordship to do so. as they could do as 
well or even better without bis lordly serv¬ 
ices; and they very promptly accepted his 
lordship's resignation, that bis lordship 
might learn that the people had been taught 
by experience to know that he was only a 
weighty figure-head, that as a ship can 
plow through the surging waves of a tern- 
pestous ocean and reach Its destination In 
safety, minus an ornamented figure-head, so 
the Australians could find a belter method 
than to squauder such an Inconsistent ad¬ 
vance to double his lordship’s salary, to aid 
him in his repeated excessive carousals 
wltb droning satelite* of the Upper Ten. 
Ill* lordship delighted iu giving such wild 
carousal*, and the tables must be lavishly 
supplied, wltb barons of beef; haunches of 
venison, saddle* of mutton, turkles, season¬ 
able game, salmon, choice confectionary, 
champagne, port, sherry aud all tbe select 
Imported liquors. In such style were hun¬ 
dreds of arlstlcratlc drones repeatedly feast 
cd, men of-high renown who possessed car¬ 
riages and servants to convey them safeiy 
home when top-heavy and weak on the 

t il ns; such men never earned a crust they 
tad ate. nil abstracted from the proceeds of 
the lalNirlng sons and daughters of toll; 
yet lu many Instance* It must be deeply 
regretted that the artisan appears too dull 
to observe that such evil communications 
rob his wife aud suffering children. But 
the Australians, be It to their credit In this 
cane, have given a bright example aud de¬ 
serve gouulue applause for the rapid stride* 
they are making toward the establishment 
of u Socialistic commonwealth.
